‘Méline Flashes Over South Florida 
And Airliners Scurry for Safety 


MIAMI, Fla., Feb. 7 —A big. meteor flashed. across 


south Florida tonight, flaming so brightly that the pilot 
of a commercial airliner tried to dodge it with his plane. 


The flashing light was spotted by hundreds of persons, 


from central Florida to Cuba. 


Capt. Francis Black, a pilot for Eastern Air Lines, tried 


to fly his plane over it. 


“I thought it was coming in the window of my plane,” 
he reported. ‘I was over Fort Pierce, Fla., at the time on a 
trip from Detroit. It looked like a ball of fire 10 or 15 feet 


feet in diameter. 


“I took my plane up about 1,000 feet to keep from getting 
hit but I felt a little foolish when I got to Miami and learned 


that a pilot flying over Key West did the same thing.”:

HIS DIFFICULTIES 


There are several difficulties 
in his way.

He also counts on con- 
siderable support from the Radi- 
cal party, part of which opposed 
the Radical Premier Mendes- 
France. 

The Communists are certainly 
against Pinay, and the Socialists 
are cool. This calculation made it 
plain that a majority requires the 
support of the Popular Republi- 
can group. Counting out the Pop- 
ular Republicans, an estimate 
showed about 230 votes for Pinay 
and 230 against.

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Crisis in Formosa 
Reaches Its Peak 


Evacuation of the Tachen Islands is 
being carried out, as this is written, with- 
out “interference.” 

It is not surprising the Chinese Reds 
are allowing it to proceed without inter- 
ruption, though their patrol boats are 
nearby. 

They—the Chinese Communists—were 
prepared to invade the islands at con- 
siderable cost in life and equipment. They 
now receive the islands without paying 
any price at all. In addition they gain 
the very definite propaganda advantage 
of having the islands “surrendered.” 
Theirs is a net gain. But, for us there is a 
gain, too. We have kept our word. We 
will defend Formosa. 

There remains a hope that an “un- 
written” cease-fire may be obtained from 
the Chinese Reds by the U.N. through 
mediation from India. While this is not 
the best agreement one would wish, it 
likely is the only possible one. To agree 
to a written cease-fire would be to aban- 
don all the many claims to Formosan 
sovereignty made by the Chinese Reds. 

The situation is still touch and go. The 
world still could stumble into war. But 
we may avoid it. 

In this connection, it is interesting to 
note a speech by Sen. Joe McCarthy. The 
senator said we should notify the Chinese 
and Russians that if they did not release 
American prisoners we would “wipe them 
off the face of the earth.” 

This is, we believe, a fairly accurate 
measure of the senator’s intelligence— 
and also his measure of the common sense 
of the average American. We believe he 
is wrong in his estimate of the American 
mind. We do not believe there is more 
than a handful of fanatics who honestly 
believes that it now is possible to wipe 
any nation off the face of the earth, es- 
pecially so vast a one as China, supplied 
with adequate air strength and, through 
Russia, atomic weapons of her own, 

However much the senator from Wis- 
consin may think so, the American people 
are not fools. They will fight for their 
country’s security. But they are not ready 
to go to war to boost Joe McCarthy's po- 
litical stock. They would much prefer to 
assist Pres. Eisenhower find a _ peace- 
ful solution and a more sensible way to 
gain freedom for the prisoners.

Ike’s School Message 
Awaited With Interest 


President Eisenhower’s message on 
education will be sent to Congress during 
the current week. Like the proposed high- 


Way program, it is expected to be revo- 
lutionary in scope. There’s no doubt that 
it will arouse a storm of controversy and 
that its chances for passage will involve 
all the well-known arguments about fed- 
eral aid to education. 


But in every state the story is the 
same. The two biggest. domestic prob- 
lems are roads and schools and how to

pay for them. Every state Legislature is 
struggling with them. Both have become 
national headaches and as such properly 
are the concern of the Federal Govern- 
ment. 

Surveys snow, ior instance, that some 
117,000 classrooms must be added each 
year to maintain existing school standards. 
Yet the number being built this year is 
50,000. In other words, less than half the 
need is being met this year. Worse con- 
ditions are facing the country next year 
and in the years to come. 

Educators, looking, ahead, see even 
greater problems. The accelerated birth 
rate of the past 15 years poses a cer- 
tainty that another big wave of births will 
come in the next decade. The booming 
births of the era since 1940 will become 
a wave of marriages in the 1960s, creating 
new problems all along the line. 

The population of the United States 
now is 164,000,000 people. At the present 
rate of increase, it will become 225,000,- 
000 by 1975. 


Georgia and every other state in the 
nation is growing in people, in develop- 
ment of resources, in industry, in stand- 
ard of living and in energetic striving for 
progress. It must be met with some kind 
of realistic planning. States, the Fed- 
eral Government and local governmental 
units all must be concerned with a co- 
ordinated program that can handle the 
job. 

The country awaits the President’s 
message with anticipation. It should place 
the educational problem in clearer per- 
spective.

The merger is requested in the name of 
operating economy, but if it achieves no 
other aim, at least it will simplify the 
complicated relationships of American 
railroads, whose kinship through stock- 
holdings and leases is a maze thoroughly 
understood only by Philadelphia lawyers 
and genealogists. 

Both the L. & N. and N., C. & St. L. 
are pioneer Atlantans, integral parts of 
the city’s history. Atlanta still is a rail- 
road town fundamentally, and wishes the 
best of luck to two of its oldest friends in 
their forthcoming life together.

America Must Act to Train Technicians; 


Russia Enjoys Training Margin of 90 to I 


Chamblee—The people of Geor- 
gia, especially the parents, owe 
vou “thanks’’ for your work in 
calling attention to a most serious 
situation: the shortage of trained 
engineering technicians for indus- 
try. 

Your editorial of Feb. 4 was es- 
pecially important. Our shortage ol 
technically trained personnel is in- 
deed critical. We Americans think 
in terms of technology—our power 
steering, our jet planes, our auto- 
matic headlight dimmers, our 
radar, and even our Dick Tracy 
wrist-watch radios. Yet it is un- 
comfortably true that we are to- 
day training only 50,000 engineer- 
ing technicians. Southern industry 
alone needs 35,000. 

American industry, upon which 
our strength depends, is a compiex 
colossus. Yet, according to the 
newsletter of the Engineering 
Manpower Commission and Scien- 
tific Manpower Commission, Rus- 
Sia was training last year 4,600,000 
technical institute graduates—over 
$0 times as many as we were 
training. 

Fortunately, Georgia is doing 
something about our shortage. The 
Board of Regents, through Georgia 
Tech, has established Southern 
Technical Institute to train engi- 
neering technicians for industry. 
Southern Tech’s fully accredited 
two-year college courses in eizht 
technical fields lead to the assoc- 
ate in science degree. The need 
for this training is indicated by 
Southern Tech's growth from the 
smallest to the fourth largest white 


college of the university system in 
only six years.

Mill Towns Need Not Die 
If Main Industry Moves Out 


Most towns had their beginning either at a crossroads or else- 
where that travel and trade were served. Sometimes they were on 
a river or at the end of a trail where it met a railroad. But always 
there was a community of interest or there would have been no town. 


When the community of interest ceased, 


moved on. 
towns were abandoned. 

There are few sadder sights 
progress has passed by. 

Yet progress, enterprise and de- 
velopment demand mobility not 
only of capital but of opportunity. 
It would have been foolish to say 
that the sawmills should remain 
where there was no longer wood 
to saw, or that the worked-over 
mines should keep producing when 
it was no longer economically feas- 
ible. For that would have meant 
the end not only of the towns but 
of the capital that supported the 
industries that built the towns. 

Some people fear that what hap- 
pened to the sawmill and mining 
towns may happen to the mill 
towns in the East. Many have 
moved to the South, where eco- 
nomic opportunity is, in their view, 
greater right now than in New 
England. Union leaders say many 
of the mills are leaving to take 
advantage of non-union, labor be- 
cause it is cheaper, and they call 
them “runaway industries."’ But if 
factories are moving because 
wages in one place are too high, 
the answer does not lie in name- 


_calling, nor in demands that the 


mills must stay no matter the cost 
to the owners. For that will save 
neither the factories nor the towns. 


One of the answers to the prob- 
lems of a town where: a moving 
factory creates a labor surplus has 
already been found in some places 
in New England and it proves that 
the fear that all such towns must 
die is quite unfounded. That an- 
swer was found in diversifying in- 
dustries and in bringing in smaller 
factories and businesses.

The story is much the same in 
other places. The empty mills are 
being filled up because high build- 
ing costs make the low rentals and 
low sales prices of the older build- 
ings desirable. There are good 
transportation facilities, and there 
is an ample labor supply. 

It is true that many of these 
towns are struggling still, but it is 
also true that many of them are 
far from and will never be ghost 
towns, for the community of in- 
terest is working for their eco- 
nomic well-being. And in surviving, 
‘they will be sounder than be- 
fore. 

Yet another thing is true. The 
reasons for their survival are the 
same reasons for their troubles. 
The mills left because the people 
who ran them saw greater oppor- 
tunity elsewhere. And the mills 
are filling up again because other 
people see greater opportunities in 
the mill towns than they saw else- 
where. 

To attempt to deny either those 
who moved away or those who 
moved in the opportunity they 
sought would be to immobilize 
capital and to limit development. 
That would not only endanger a 
free economy; it would destroy 
freedom and initiative of the indi- 
vidual. And the tasks of any town 


would only be made more difficult.

He said he did not wish ‘‘to publicly criticize’’ Congress, but he 
added that, in his judgment, the delay was “too bad,’ that it was 


‘‘unfortunate.’”’ 

Three months and 15 days will 
have passed before the Senate 
Judiciary Committee even begins 
executive hearings on Judge Har- 
lan’'s appointment to succeed the 
late Justice Robert H. Jackson. 

This is not even ‘‘normal’’ delay, 
if there is such a thing. It is delay 
purposefully piled upon delay in 
order to keep the nomination from 
going to the Senate where it would 
be promptly confirmed. 

President Eisenhower submitted 
Judge Harlan’s name to the Senate 
last Nov..8 fn order to make sure 
that there would be a full-function- 
ing Supreme Court at the very 
start of the judicial session. 

It is understandable that the 
nomination did not get to the floor 
at that time since the Senate was 
remaining in session to deal with 
the resolution censuring Sen. Mc- 
Carthy. But there was no reason 
why the Judiciary Committee 
could not have held any necessary 
hearing simultaneously and thus 
been ready to submit its report 
to the Senate on the opening day 
of the 84th Congress. 

Now, after doing nothing about 
it for three months, the committee 
has fixed a date well in the future 
when it says it will start closed 
hearings to investigate what it 
calls “‘protests’’ against Judge 
Harlan’s nomination.

WASHINGTON—This is the year 1955, isn’t it? 
It is 166 years since the Constitution went into 
effect, isn't it? This is the capital city of the 
United States, isn't it? The United States looks upon 


proper replacement for Justice 
Jackson and to recommend him to 
Congress almost instantly the 
vacancy occurred. He knew that 
members of the Supreme Court 
attached great importance to hav- 
ing a full court because of the 
urgent issues before it for decision. 

Foremost is the decree on how 
to carry out the unanimous de- 
cision of the Supreme Court of a 
year ago ruling on de-segregation 
in the public schools. There will 
undoubtedly be many test cases 
growing out of this decision which 
will be subsequently brought be- 
fore the court and the court should 
not be denied its full complement 
cf nine judges to deal with these 
cases.

Then there must be something 
wrong with this picture here be- 
fore us — here in a committee 
room of the Senate of the United 
States. We have seen it all before 
and yet to this resident, at least, 
there is always an unreal quality 
about it.

That is, if you believe 
the speeches you hear here on 
Capitol Hill a’ out what the United 
States stands for in the world. 

What are these men and women 
doing here before this Senate com- 
mittee? 

Why, they are askin, that they 
and other people who live in the 
capital city of the United States— 
nearly 900,000 of us—be permitted 
to vote, to elect our own officials, 
to run our city affairs, in brief, 
have democracy like everybody 
eise in the country, what we call 
“home rule’ in our quaint way. 

It is perhaps hard for folks who 
live elsewhere in the country and 
take all these simple rights for 
granted to understand what goes 
on here. We pay taxes, though we 
have no say about how they are 
levied or for what they are spent. 

As you probably know, our city 
is administered by three commis- 
sioners appointed by the President. 
Our city council is Congress, in 
which we have no voice whatever. 
Ir makes our laws and appropriates 
for our needs. Congress has so 


H 


many other things to do that it 
can give very little time to the 
capital city of the nation — we 
often call it proudly the capital city 
of the world. This is, after all, not 
the city of members of Congress— 
or at least that is their attitude, 
and quite understandable. 


Which helps to explain why con- 
ditions exist here that you folks 
in other cities and towns would 
not tolerate — blighted slum areas, 
and rubbing right up against the 
capitol building and our other 
beautiful white buildings; inade- 
quate hospital facilities; too mea- 
ger funds and too little staff for 
welfare agencies to help the help- 
less and their families; inadequate 
public transportation, and so on. 

During the course of the next 
few weeks and months we'll see 
the old farce re-enacted. The Sen- 
ate probably will pass a home rule 
bill, as it has before. Then the 
measure will go to the House and 
there be bottled up in the District 
Committee through the influence 
of Southern Democrats. 

The old routine will be repeated 
—unless Congress is moved more 
than it has been moved in the 
past. It would help to move mem- 
bers of Congress if those who elect 
them, you folks back in their con- 
stituencies, would let them, know 
that you would like to see some 
semblance of democracy estab- 
lished in your national capital.

Wilson said today the inability of the armed services to 
keep more trained, capable men in uniform poses a grave 
and growing threat to U.S. military efficiency. 


“We have been impressed for 
some time with the seriousness of 
the personnel problems in the 
armed forces, but lately we have 


seen an already critical situation 


get worse,”’ Wilson told a House 
Armed Services subcommittee. 

Wilson and other top Pentagon 
officials appeared before the sub- 
committee, headed by Rep. Kil- 
day (D-Tex), to support the ad- 
ministration’s proposal for higher 
pay and allowances for career 
service personnel. 

Adm. Arthur W. Radford, chair- 
man of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
said the services will need a core 
of highly skilled young officers as 


long as the present ‘‘uneasy ten-| 


sions’ in the world exist. 

That could be 10 years or it could 
be 50, Radford said, adding: 

“Since we would never be the 
one to initiate war, we have no 
alternative but to remain ade- 
quately prepared to defend our 
vital interests for an _ indefinite 
period of time.” 

Wilson submitted to the com- 
mittee, but did not read aloud, a 
two-year-old memorandum from 
the Joint Chiefs which listed ‘‘ha- 
bitual slurring of the officer corps 
by some members of the Congress

A tuberculosis specialist said 
here Monday he believes the hor- 
mones ACTH and cortisone should 
be used ‘routinely’ in treating 
certain cases of tuberculous men- 
ingitis. 

Dr. J. R. Johnson of Ann Arbor, 
Mich., chief of the pulmonary 
disease division at the VA hospi- 
tal in Ann Arbor, said the hor- 
mones should be given in com- 
bination with standard anti-TB 
drugs—streptomycin, isoniazid or 
PAS. 


SCADEMY SPEAKER 


Speaking at the 14th VA-Army- 
Navy conference on the chemo- 
therapy of tuberculosis at the 
Academy of Medicine, Dr. John- 
son recommended use of ACTH 
or cortisone in these instances: 


1. If the tuberculous meningitis 
patient does not respond to regu- 
lar drug treatment. 


2. If the tuberculous meningitis 
patient is in poor condition. 


He said ACTH and cortisone 
decrease inflammation and modi- 
fy harmful effects of inflamma- 
tory processes around the brain. 
He pointed out that some inflam- 
mation is necessary to fight 
disease. 


Dr. Johnson pointed out that 
tuberculous meningitis can cause 
serious after-effects—such as 
deafness, blindness and mental 
defects—if the disease is not 
checked.

After 60 Keep Your 
Old Eating Habits 


Radical changes in eating hab- 
its are unwise after passing the 
60 mark. Oldsters, just like other 
age groups, need a well balanced 
diet that includes milk, meat, 
eggs, fruits, vegetables, and ce- 
reals. But minor modifications 
may be necessary because of 


poor dentures, lack of appetite, 
or inadequate cooking facilities. 


Even a low income is not 
necessarily a barrier because the 
cost of many foods depends upon 
quality, size, and appearance. It 
is possible to stretch the budget 
without sacrificing variety and 
essential foods in the menus. 


A generation ago, the elderly 
were advised to eat less pro- 
tein because of the erroneous be- 
lief that in old age the kidneys 
cannot eliminate proteins, which 
would encourage high blood pres- 
sure and uremia. We now know 
that proteins are as important to 
the health and well being of the 
octogenarian as to his 5-year-old 
great-grandson. 


Proteins are not stored in the 
body like fats and carbohydrates, 
hence they must be eaten daily. 
Too little protein leads to itching 
of the skin, chronic eczema, fa- 
tigue, or anemia. Wounds ‘heal 
slowly and body resistance is 
lowered. 


Meats, dairy products, eggs, 
and cereals are rich in this sub- 
stance. These foods offer a wide 
variety, not only to tempt ap- 
petite but to provide unlimited 
substitutions if certain dishes are 
disliked or produce discomfort. 


But fats are frowned upon and 
in this respect, we go from the 
“‘no protein’ era to the “‘no fat”’ 
era. Fats are high in calories 
and overindulgence encourages 
obesity. Moreover, scientific evi- 
dence tends to show that fatty 
particles hasten hardening of the 
arteries. More time must elapse 
before this theory can be ac- 
cepted as fact but, while waiting 
for proof, moderation in fat con- 
sumption can be practiced. 
The senior citizen also bene- 
ts from activity, both mental 
and physical. A daily walk, for
